The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.

MRS, J. C. CROSLIN aprpeared before the Council, submitting a petition signed
by sixteen proyerty owners in the 500 end 600 Block of West 12th Street in pro-
test of the ordinance restricting parking in this block, which ordinance was
pasged on September 8th., f£he stated that with all the cers removed, there was
quite a bit of speeding on this street now, and that the residents were greatly
inconvenienced in not having a place for their own cars, The Council instructed
the City Manager to ask the Police Department to make a recheck of this aree and
gsee 1f the passage of this ordinance is golng to be of great advantage, and also
to patrol this area for speeding.

MRS, LOIS FUGLER, American Gold Star Mothers, appeared with MRS, JOHNNIE
MASSEY, seeking a site for a memorial to the boys of Travis County and Austin
who were lost in World Waer II. She outlined the objectives of the organization

ag to preserve peace, commemorete the memory of their gons, and to gerve, and
she listed the services performed in hospitels, ete, MRS, FUGLER acked for the
site at the head of Congress Avenue for this memorial, and stated other clties
had placed thelyr memorigls in the downetown buslest sections; and if this locati
were not granted due to its creating a traffic hazard, she asked for another
location., It was brought out in discussion that this statue might csuse sn ad-
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ditional traffic hazerd, and the Mayor stat ed the memorial was of such tremendoud
importance that the selection of its site should have bery serious cmsideration.
The park-way triangle on 1lth Street was suggested as a site--11th and Colorado;
and also a site in Zilker Park, It was brought out that it would be more impress
if the statue were set 0ff with beautiful shrubbery and lighting so that people
could have time $o read the names and inscriptions, etc., than to have it at &
busy part of town where people pmssed it so many times each day that it would loé
its significance, More studywill be made, and the Council stated it would go
into the traffic angle, and study other locations, end do everything it could
to help select a site that would do it Justice and do the cause justice.

Petition submitted by W. H. McCLANAHAN and H. G, WEST, with twenty-seven
signatures, was received by the Council., The petition asked for a large light
and the coraner of Qltorf, Euclid snd College Strecte. The City Mansger was in-
structed to-see 1f these were listed for installation this year, and the petition
referred to the City Manager for attention.

With reference to bids on the Indian Trail pavement, the City Manager submit-
ted the following memorandum, and recommended that the low bid of McKown & Sons
of $11,264.30 be accepted:

Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the loeation of their assignments, they ehall
apply to the Director of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Unlen Gas Company isfurtherput upon notice
that they will be required to besr the expense of repairs or replacement of any
underground utility dameged during the construction of lines nemed in this reso-
lution.

COUNCILMAN MacCORKLE stated in the budget preparing, 2 study of the present
retirement system shoulid be made and brought up to date and included i{n the bud-J
get for next year. He stated also he would like to see the various city employe
attending the Nationel meetings of their departments, ag they might contribute
something and also plek up some good ideas, He stated Chief Thorp had just at-
tended the -Police Association in Dallas, and he felt these meetings would be ve
helpful, and the employees should attend, . He stated also careful consideration
should be given all personnel and not just a few at the top. He felt perhaps a
reclassification might be in order; but probably there would not be enough time
for that to be gtudied carefully encugh in order to include a complete reclassi-
fication for next yeart!s budget. Councilmen MacCorkle stated his suggestions
were not at all eritical, but constructive, and a desire to keep up to date on
retirement, personnel, etc. The City Manager stated that in the classification
of employees with respect to salary, the legnth of service with the City had some
thing to do with the amount of salary, He stated a study was being made of the
retirement system, and was not completed as yet, but would be soon., MAYOR GLASS
stated he would like to see the City keep up to date on retirement, personnel,
etc., and he stated Austin has had some very far-sighted people on the Council
and as Clty Manager, becsuse of the efficient operation that enabled Austin to
sell the bonds as they did; and he further stated Auvstin was one of the first
cities to put in & city-wide pension plan for the employees. He felt thet the
people of Austin wanted the employees to haw s reasonably good living and
pension plan and good returns in service.

REVEREND HOLLAND, Paster of the Sweet~Home Baptist Church, appearsd before
the Council asking that the City do something about the drainage on Wegt 10th
and West 11lth Streets; as when big raine came, water went over the street, and
he feared the safety of the pre-school chiliren who were attending the Community
Center programs, He stated the City did fill in after every rain, but the next
rain would flood that away. The Council referred this matter to the Engineering
Department to see 1f easements could be obtained to run the storm sewer past
this section to tekse care of this,

REV. HOLLAND asked for equipment, stating there was no playground there, othep
than at the Community Center; and as this was a small populated area, no playgrouW&
was contemplated; but they would like to have some balle and bats, footballs and
suits, etc, He stated Juvenile delinquency in this ares had run high before the
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establishment of the Community Center, but it was very low now, and they were
trying to help these young children, and asked for this play equipment., This
mstter was referred to the Recreation Department.

REV, EOLLAND in this third request, asked for help in locating an extension
location for his placement center. He stated domestic help wes trained at the
Commnity Center; and before others were sent out for employment, it was neces-
sary for them to come for interviews, and they would have to come from Bast Aus-
tin., He asked for a location in the east part of town. The Council informed hi
there would be no city-owned property available; but perhaps he could use some
church property in that part of town,
